THE ELECTBIC LIGHT. 


Although the new system for light- 


ing the city is in its swaddling 
clothes at this writing, yet it is not 
problematical at all, but a fixed fact, 
as the contract for its establishment 
is already made between the city gov- 
ernment and the contractors and duly 
placed on file. This contemplated 
improvement has already been laid 
before the readers of TEE REVIEW, 
but this series of articles would be 
incomplete without a recapitulation 
of »o important a »tep toward the ad- 
vancement of the city's rapid prog- 
ress. 
At an adjourned meeting of the 


city council held on Friday evening, 
October 23rd, the contract entered 
into by the gas committee and the 
Jenney company was approved by 
the council, and the mayor and city 
clerk authorized to sign the same, 


The contract is substantially as 


follows: Tbe company agrees within 
ninety days from the signing of the 
contract to erect the light plant, con- 
sisting of an engine, two dynamos, 
eight towers and all necessary poles 
and wires, the entrine to be of one 
hundred horse power, and the dyna- 
mos of the Jenney pattern, of thirty 
lights each, and each light one thou- 
sand candle power. There are to be 
eight iron towers, one hundred and 
twenty-five feet in height, each con- 
taining supports for sii lights. There 
ara also to be fifty Jenney lights, 
forty of which are to be placed on 
poles and ten to be suspended from 
CPBiern mast-arm?, placed as the 
council may direct The company 
further agrees to furnish an exper- 
ienced man to superintend and con- 
trol the plant until the first of Sep- 
tember, 1888. The city is to furnish 
the bmlding and power for the ma- 
chinery, the carbons and additional 
labor to run the machinery. In case 
the lighting comes up to the specifi- 
cations in the contract, the city on 
the first day of March, 1886. is to pay 
the company $2,500. and upon pay- 
ment the company will run the plant 
until September 1st, 1886, when the 
city has the privilege of paying the 
company $6,315 in cash, or time war- 
rants; if the latter, interest at the 
rate of six par eent is to be paid an- 
nually. In case of payment or issu- 
ing of the warrants, the company 
will run the plant until September 
1st, 1887; provided, hawever, that in 
case of the city's failing tomskesach 
payments, it will pay an additional 
gum of $1,500 for running the plant 


On September 1st, 1887, the city is 


to pay $6,240 in cash or time war- 
rants, and if the latter, to pay annual 
interest on said sum as before men- 
tioned, and th« company will con- 
tinue running tha plant nntil the 
first of Sept»mber. 1888, when the 
council has thn option of making the 
last payment of $4.840 either in 
money or warrants. If tbe city com- 
ply with these requirements, a bill of 
sale will be given them by the com- 
pany and the machinery will become 
the absolute property of the city. 


On the third of November last, the 


committee held a meeting for 


of locating the electric 
gas 
the purpose 
light towers. After due deliberation, 
it was decided to place eight one 
hundred and twenty-five foot star 
iron towers to be supplied with live 
lamps of two thousand candle nower, 
each having the strensth of lighting 
a radius of one half mile. The ci:y 
was mathematically 
divided into 


eight cirelas for the c uvcnienee of 
placing tbe towers. The following 
was the result of the committee's de- 
liberat&ra: 
Old square, Broadway 


and Priest streets, East North and 
Cslhonn 
streets. 
North 
Clinton 


and Condit streets, North Water and 
Marietta streets, West Orro Gordo 
and College streets, West Mneon and 
Monroe streets. East Eldorado and 
Jackson streets. Th« object was to 
so place them that every inch of 
ground might be well illuminated. 
Those in the northern part of the 
city will cast their rays far bej ond 
that portion already built, which is 
an excellent tbiosr; as rapid improve 
ments continue te extend north and 
east I* was decided not to adjust 
any of the low lights nntil the eight 
towers are up. They can then be 
placed to the beat advantage. The 
castings for the towers have already 
arrived and are ready to be placed 
in position as soon as the brick base- 
ments are constructed, which, if the 
weather permits, will soon be under 
way.
